Herald Sharp learning curve, isn’t it? For all its faults, 
and there are any, the Australian national league 
remains a great leveller. Over the years a multitude of 
players have arrived from overseas, some of them 
Australians returning home, to find their reputations 
dissolving before their eyes. Take it easy, take it for 
granted, and the NSL is quick to bite back. 

Standards may have slipped in the wake of the 
mass exodus of Australians to the richer pastures of 
Europe and Asia, but the sense of competition remains. 
There are few easy games - not in Morwell, not in 
Wollongong and not even in Canberra. To succeed in the 
NSL, both individually and collectively, it is imperative 
to retain a focus. This is what the Kingz have discovered 
in a few short weeks. While Wynton Rufer and a number 
of his players may have been involved in stronger, more 
glamorous, leagues, they are effectively starting all over 
again. No amount of Bundesliga experience can 
guarantee Rufer a winning start to his coaching career. 
He is in a new environment, with o new group of 
players, getting used to a new set of circumstances. Fred 
de Jong insists the amount of travelling the Kingz will 
be subjected to should not be an issue, but it might be 
worth asking him the same question midway through 
the season. Certainly nobody in the Kingz squad, de 
Jong included, will have spent so many hours in the air 
by the time the season reaches its conclusion. These are 
all factors the Kingz have to learn to deal with, and by 
Rufer's own admission their preparation - which 
entailed a few exhibition games around the North 
Island - was not exactly ideal. The jump from playing a 
regional selection in Palmerston North to facing a fully- 
professional Carlton side in the first round of the NSL 
was, quite obviously, pronounced. And so we have a 
situation where the Kings go into today’s match against 
reigning champions South Melbourne looking for their 
first points of the season. A baptism of fire, or what? 
Having watched the Kingz on their first away trip last 
weekend, | can honestly say there is no need to panic. 
Certainly when in possession, the Kingz were often 
threatening against Sydney United. Dino Mennillo and 
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as good as any wide players in the league. De Jong's 
contribution as a target man against the Pumas was, as 
always, effective. In midfield, Harry Ngata offered 
variety with his passing, and together with Chris 
Jackson, plenty of drive. If there was an obvious 
problem, it was in defence. | doubt whether goalkeeper 
Michael Utting has ever received so many back passes in 
a single game - some of them bordering on suicidal. It 
is crucial the Kingz defenders gain enough confidence to 
start playing out from the back. And let us not forget, 
that it was only a missed penalty - which Levent Osman 
will be the first to concede was poorly struck - which 
denied the Kingz a share of the points. Such is the fine 
line between success and failure. 

Not that it is going to get any easier today. South 
Melbourne are gunning for a hat-trick of championships 
simply because they are the benchmark for the rest of 
the league. Coach Angie Postecoglou says his team does 
not get the credit it deserves - but he must be talking to 
a different group of people than me. Souths, who are 
on their way to the inaugural World Club 
Championships as the representatives of Oceania, are a 
splendid side, perhaps still short of their peak. In 
skipper Paul Trimboli, they possess arguably the most 
influential player in the NSL. In Michael Curcija they 
have a finisher who is improving with every game. The 
speed and strength of Vaughan Coveny is, of course, 
well known to everyone here today. 

In midfield the workrate of David Clarkson and 
Steve Panopoulos is phenomenal, while wide on the 
right Goran Lozanovski is one of the best crossers of the 
ball in Australia. He also hits a dead ball harder than 
anyone else. And at the back, Con Blatsis, Steve losifidis 
and the improving Robert Liparoti are everything you 
want from a defence - big, strong, mobile and, most 
importantly, rarely flustered under pressure. In goals, 
rookie Chris Jones has shown over the past two weeks 
that he deserves his opportunity after o three-year wait. 
The Kingz will not face more difficult opponents than 
South Melbourne. The question is how well they cope. In 
this league you have to learn quickly. It promises to be 
an interesting 90 minutes.
